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FOREWORD 


The  American  Foundation  for  the  Blind  first  published  a  directory  of  services  62 
years  ago  in  1926.  That  first  directory  listed  services  in  both  the  United  States  and 
Canada  and  was  just  a  third  as  long  as  this  23rd  edition.  Over  the  years  the  title, 
contents,  and  format  of  the  directory  have  changed  in  order  to  reflect  better  the 
nature  of  the  services  available  to  blind  and  visually  impaired  persons  and  to  in¬ 
crease  the  directory’s  value  as  a  reference  and  referral  resource.  Once  again,  with 
this  23rd  edition,  we  have  modified  the  title.  It  is  nowth  e  Directory  of  Services  for 
Blind  and  Visually  Impaired  Persons  in  the  United  States.  The  major  changes, 
however,  are  in  format  and  coverage. 

The  new  format  makes  it  easier  to  find  services  by  providing  access  in  two  ways — 
through  a  comprehensive  categorical  subject  index  and  through  full  state-by-state 
listings.  Within  each  state,  items  are  listed  by  type  of  service:  education,  informa¬ 
tion,  rehabilitation,  low  vision.  In  addition,  coverage  in  several  areas,  especially 
taping  and  brailling  services,  low  vision,  computer  training,  and  national  organiza¬ 
tions,  has  been  expanded  considerably.  A  new  section,  “Howto  Find  Services,” 
provides  comprehensive  information  on  the  kinds  of  programs  available,  who  is 
eligible  for  them,  how  they  are  funded,  and  how  to  get  access  to  them. 

A  directory  is  very  labor  intensive,  as  the  acknowledgments  to  AFB  staff  and 
others  who  made  contributions  show.  We  also  thank  the  organizations  that 
provided  us  with  the  information  included  here.  Without  them,  there  would  be  no 
Directory  of  Services  for  Blind  and  Visually  Impaired  Persons  in  the  United  States.

The  American  Foundation  for  the  Blind’s  Directory  of  Services  for  Blind  and 
Visually  Impaired  Persons  in  the  United  States  is  a  compilation  of  schools, 
agencies,  organizations,  and  programs  in  the  governmental  and  private,  nonprofit 
sectors  that  provide  a  wide  variety  of  direct  and  indirect  services  and  information 
of  benefit  to  blind  and  visually  impaired  children  and  adults,  their  families,  and 
professionals  who  work  with  them.  A  listing  in  the  Directory,  which  is  based  on 
information  supplied  by  the  listee,  does  not  imply  endorsement  or  evaluation  by 
the  American  Foundation  for  the  Blind  (AFB). 

For  evaluative  information  about  an  organization,  consult  local  and  state 
medical  societies;  health  and  welfare  councils;  Better  Business  Bureaus;  the 
National  Information  Bureau;  university,  school,  medical,  and  rehabilitation 
accrediting  bodies;  or  the  National  Accreditation  Council  for  Agencies  Serving 
the  Blind  and  Visually  Handicapped  (NAC).  A  list  of  agencies  and  schools 
accredited  by  NAC  at  the  time  the  Directory  went  to  press  appear  at  the  end  of  this 
section.  When  none  of  the  above  sources  can  supply  the  information  needed, 
contact  the  AFB  regional  center  for  your  area  (see  the  AFB  listing  in  the  National 
Organizations  section  in  this  book).

HOW  TO 

FIND 

SERVICES 


“Why  is  it  so  difficult  to  find  the  right  services  for  blind  and  visually 
impaired  persons  ?  ’  ’ 

A  hundred  times  a  week,  a  thousand  times  a  year,  staff  at  the  American  Founda¬ 
tion  for  the  Blind  (AFB)  try  to  answer  this  question  and  at  the  same  time  guide  the 
questioner  through  the  complex  maze  of  services  that  constitute  the  blindness 
and  visual  impairment  system  (or  nonsystem,  as  professionals  in  the  field  often 
jocularly  describe  it)  in  the  United  States.  This  guide  cannot  simplify  the  system 
itself,  a  quintessential^  American  mix  of  federal,  state,  and  local  government  pro¬ 
grams;  community  nonprofit  agencies;  schools  and  institutions;  private  national 
services;  and,  increasingly,  largely  because  of  technology  that  benefits  blind  and 
visually  impaired  persons,  profit-making  private  enterprise.  However,  by  explain¬ 
ing  the  services  available  and  who  is  eligible  for  them,  it  does  map  paths  that 
should  eliminate  frustrating  and  unnecessary  detours  and  delays. 

This  guide  is  as  jargon  free  as  possible.  However,  it  is  necessary  to  use  certain 
professional  terms  so  that  potential  users  of  the  system  are  familiar  with  these 
terms  when  they  hear  or  read  them  for  the  first  time.  In  each  case,  the  professional 
term  is  in  parentheses  after  the  everyday  English  term.  Throughout  this  guide, 
when  we  refer  to  blind  people,  we  are  talking  about  people  who  are  totally  blind. 
For  all  others,  we  use  the  term  “visually  impaired.”  There  are  general  references 
to  federal  laws  throughout  the  guide.  See  “A  Quick  Reference  Guide  to  Major 
Federal  Programs”  at  the  end  of  this  discussion  for  a  list  of  the  major  laws  that 
apply  to  persons  who  are  blind  or  visually  impaired. 


According  to  1986  data  from  the  National  Center  on  Health  Statistics  (NCHS,  1986), 
more  than  8  million  Americans  report  “being  blind  in  one  or  both  eyes  or  having 
trouble  seeing.”  NCHS  calls  these  people  visually  impaired.  Of  this  number,  less 
than  2  million  are  severely  visually  impaired,  that  is,  “report  inability  to  see  to  read 
ordinary  newsprint  even  with  glasses.”  (See  Table  1  for  the  numbers  by  age  of 
visually  impaired  and  severely  visually  impaired  people  in  the  United  States.)

Approximately  600,000  Americans  (American  Foundation  for  the  Blind,  1988)  are 
registered  as  legally  blind,  that  is,  as  having  visual  acuity  of  20/200  or  less  in  the 
better  eye  with  correction,  or  a  restriction  in  the  visual  field  of  less  than  20  degrees 
(Koestler,  1976).  Although  an  oversimplification,  one  way  of  translating  this  definition 
is  to  say  that  a  visually  impaired  person  sees  at  20  feet  what  a  person  with  normal 
sight  can  see  at  200  feet.  It  is  estimated  that  only  20  percent  of  those  classified  as 
legally  blind  have  no  useful  vision  (i.e.,  light  perception  or  less)  and  only  10  percent 
are  totally  blind.  Professionals  in  the  field  estimate  that  the  number  of  legally  blind 
persons  is  three  times  the  number  who  are  registered  as  such. 

This  definition  of  legal  blindness,  developed  by  the  American  Medical 
Association  in  1934  as  a  basis  for  determining  eligibility  for  government  programs 
such  as  social  security,  is  not  the  only  one.  As  Table  2  shows,  there  are  numerous 
definitions.  Functional  definitions  that  measure  a  person’s  ability  to  use  efficiently 
the  vision  he  or  she  has  are  becoming  much  more  common.  Although  the  lack  of 
uniform  definitions  of  blindness  and  severe  visual  impairment  adds  another  level 
of  complexity  to  the  maze,  it  also  means  that  many  needed  services  are  now 
available  to  visually  impaired  people  who  fall  outside  the  so-called  legal  blindness 
range.  Definitions  of  visual  impairment  that  apply  to  specific  programs  are 
described  in  the  appropriate  sections  of  this  guide. 

“How  to  Find  Services”  is  divided  into  several  easy-to-find  sections.  First  are 
sections  on  programs  and  products  that  all  blind  and  visually  impaired  persons  from 
birth  through  old  age  can  use.  Discussion  of  these  general  programs  is  followed 
by  sections  on  services  to  children  from  birth  through  21 ,  working-age  adults,  and 
older  persons.  Finally,  there  are  several  sections  on  unique  subpopulations,  such 
as  veterans,  and  on  how  to  find  more  specialized  services.  The  guide  ends  with  a 
section  on  what  to  do  when  all  attempts  to  get  services  fail,  which  describes 
advocacy  programs  that  can  help.  In  the  “Selected  Reading”  listing  that  follows 
this  guide,  all  books  mentioned  appear,  along  with  many  others.

Without  doubt,  the  question  most  asked  is,  “How  can  I  (my  husband,  child,  friend, 
student,  client,  patient,  employee,  nursing  home)  get  talking  books?”  Recreational 
books  on  cassette  and  in  braille  are  provided  free  of  charge  through  regional  and 
subregional  libraries  of  the  National  Library  Service  for  the  Blind  and  Physically 
Handicapped  of  the  Library  of  Congress.  Eligibility  for  this  program  encompasses 
all  age  groups— even  preschoolers — and  a  broad  range  of  visual  and  physical 
limitations  that  make  reading  standard  printed  materials  difficult  or  impossible: 

1.  Blind  persons  whose  visual  acuity,  as  determined  by  competent  authority,  is 
20/200  or  less  in  the  better  eye  with  correcting  lenses,  or  whose  widest  diameter 
of  visual  field  subtends  an  angular  distance  no  greater  than  20  degrees. 

2.  Persons  whose  visual  disability,  with  correction  and  regardless  of  optical 
measurement,  is  certified  by  competent  authority  as  preventing  the  reading 
of  standard  printed  material. 

3.  Persons  certified  by  competent  authority  as  unable  to  read  or  unable  to  use 
standard  printed  material  as  a  result  of  physical  limitations. 

4.  Persons  certified  by  competent  authority  as  having  a  reading  disability  resulting 
from  organic  dysfunction  and  of  sufficient  severity  to  prevent  their  reading 
printed  material  in  a  normal  manner. 

Enrolling  in  the  National  Library  Service  is  easy.  All  it  takes  is  calling  the 
regional  library  for  your  state  (or  part  of  your  state  in  California,  Illinois,  New  York, 
Ohio,  and  Pennsylvania)  and  requesting  an  application  form.  Once  the  applica¬ 
tion  is  returned,  a  talking  book  machine— a  special  cassette  player  that  plays  four- 
track  cassette  tapes— will  be  on  its  way,  along  with  catalogs  listing  talking  books 
and  periodicals  available  on  loan  and,  often,  other  information  about  specialized 
reading  materials. 

Today,  there  are  numerous  commercial  sources  of  large  print  and  audio 
reading  materials  as  well.  Many  public  libraries  have  collections  of  large  print 
versions  of  the  latest  best  sellers.  If  your  local  public  or  state  regional  library  does 
not  have  such  collections,  you  might  want  to  suggest  they  be  started.  For  more 
information  on  large  print  books,  consult  the  Complete  Directory  of  Large  Print 
Books  and  Serials  (formerly  Large  Type  Books  in  Print),  which  is  issued  every 
couple  of  years  by  the  R.R.  Bowker  Company.  Increasingly,  bestsellers  and  other 
popular  trade,  managerial  and  professional,  and  how-to  books  are  being  released 
in  commercial  audio-cassette  editions  within  a  short  time  of  their  publication  in 
print.  Most  large  bookstores  and  public  libraries  as  well  as  some  regional  ones 
carry  a  selection  of  these  titles.  Many  blind  and  visually  impaired  persons  feel 
there  are  drawbacks  to  some  commercial  audio  editions  of  books.  Often,  these 
editions  are  heavily  abridged  and  have  musical  accompaniment  and  other  sound 
effects.  For  more  information,  see  R.R.  Bowker’s  On  Cassette.  The  best  way  to 
keep  completely  up-to-date  on  commercial  large  print  and  audio  cassettes  is 
through  magazines  such  as  Publishers  Weekly  and  Library  Journal,  which  are 
issued  regularly  and  can  be  found  in  any  library. 

Local  radio  information  services  across  the  country  are  another  good  source  of 
timely  information.  These  services  focus  on  keeping  listeners  up  to  date  on  news 
and  community  activities  as  well  as  on  matters  of  particular  interest  to  blind  and 
visually  impaired  persons.  Most  broadcast  parts  or  entire  issues  of  local  news¬ 
papers  every  day  and  make  efforts  to  keep  listeners  informed  of  noteworthy  events 
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such  as  store  sales.  Some  radio  information  services  broadcast  on  open  chan¬ 
nels,  and  anyone  can  tune  in.  Others  are  on  closed  channels  for  which  special 
receivers  are  needed.  In  some  cities,  hospitals  are  beginning  to  use  radio  infor¬ 
mation  services  to  keep  orthopedically  as  well  as  visually  impaired  patients  in¬ 
formed.  The  Information  Services  section  in  this  Directory’s  individual  state 
listings  shows  the  location  of  these  services.  If  you  live  in  an  area  where  two  or 
more  states  meet,  look  also  in  listings  for  bordering  states.  In  addition,  contact  your 
local  cable  television  company  to  find  out  whether  there  is  a  similar  service  on 
a  cable  channel  in  your  area. 

Descriptive  Video  Service  (DVS)  is  another  promising  information  access  tool 
for  blind  and  visually  impaired  persons.  Using  a  separate  channel,  DVS  narrates 
the  visual  aspects — costumes  and  lighting,  body  language  and  movement — of 
television  dramatic  shows.  A  relatively  inexpensive  adapter  for  conventional  televi¬ 
sion  sets  or  for  televisions  or  video  cassette  recorders  with  stereo  capability  is 
needed.  For  more  information  on  DVS,  contact  WGBH-TV,  125  Western  Avenue, 
Boston,  MA  02134,  or  the  Washington  Ear(see  Radio  Reading  listings  for  Maryland). 

Although  braille  is  the  first  word  that  comes  to  the  minds  of  the  general  public 
when  they  think  about  blindness,  in  reality  a  small  percentage  of  blind  and  visually 
impaired  persons  are  fluent  braille  readers.  There  are  several  reasons  for  this. 
First,  many  visually  impaired  persons  who  would  have  been  braille  readers  as 
recently  as  two  decades  ago  now  use  their  vision  to  read  large  print  or  even  regular 
print  with  the  help  of  low  vision  optical  devices.  Second,  as  Table  1  indicates,  a 
preponderance  of  the  blind  and  visually  impaired  population  lose  vision  in  later 
life  and  often  find  it  difficult  to  learn  braille  (though  many  of  them  do).  Third, 
because  braille  is  cumbersome  and  often  expensive  to  produce,  university 
students  and  professionals  who  must  have  access  to  large  amounts  of  informa¬ 
tion  within  a  short  time  learn  to  depend  on  tape. 

Nevertheless,  reading  braille  is  a  critical  skill,  especially  for  those  born  totally 
blind  ( congenitally  blind)  and  those  who  become  blind  during  childhood  or  the 
working  years  ( adventitiously  blind).  And  advances  in  computer  technology  are 
beginning  to  make  braille  accessible  in  a  much  more  timely  fashion  (see  “Com¬ 
puters  and  Other  High  Tech  Devices”  in  this  guide).  Older  persons  are  encourag¬ 
ed  to  learn  enough  braille  to  be  able  to  make  notes  for  themselves  and  such  items 
as  labels  for  clothes  and  food.  Along  with  the  National  Library  Service  in  the 
Federal  Agencies  section,  there  are  a  number  of  other  publishers  of  braille 
materials,  and  they  are  listed  in  the  Braille,  Tape,  and  Large  Print  section  of  this 
book.  A  variety  of  local  sources  appear  in  the  Educational  Services  and  Informa¬ 
tion  Services  sections  of  the  state  listings.  (Also  see  the  Subject  Index.) 

Because  timeliness  is  usually  critical,  most  blind  and  visually  impaired 
university  students  and  professionals  rely  on  tapes  and  personal  readers.  Record¬ 
ing  for  the  Blind,  a  national  organization  with  chapters  across  the  country  (see 
National  Organizations  and  individual  state  listings),  meets  the  needs  of  these 
populations.  To  qualify,  the  person  must  have  a  print  handicap  resulting  from  a 
visual,  physical,  or  learning  disability.  Check  the  Educational  Services  and  Infor¬ 
mation  Services  listings  in  your  state  and  nearby  ones  for  local  braille  and  taping 
services.  For  educational  reading  materials  for  children,  see  the  section  on 
services  for  children  in  this  guide.

The  second  most  frequently  asked  question  probably  is,  “I  (my  mother,  neighbor, 
friend,  son,  patient)  don’t  need  services,  just  a  magnifying  glass  to  make  it  easier 
to  read;  where  can  I  get  a  good  one?”  Approximately  80  percent  of  legally  blind 
people  have  some  usable  vision  and  could  benefit  from  low  vision  services.  In 
addition,  the  large  population  with  visual  acuity  from  the  legal  blindness  floor  of 
20/200  up  to  20/50  can  benefit  from  them.  Eligibility  requirements  of  low  vision 
clinics  vary  considerably.  Some  serve  only  specific  geographical  areas  and/or 
those  who  are  legally  blind.  Unfortunately,  good  low  vision  care  is  much  more  than 
providing  a  magnifying  glass.  Fortunately,  good,  multidisciplinary  low  vision 
services  are  becoming  more  common  across  the  country,  and  the  number  of 
ophthalmologists,  optometrists,  and  blindness  and  visual  impairment  profes¬ 
sionals  qualified  to  provide  services  is  growing  as  well. 

Low  vision  services  operate  in  a  variety  of  settings.  Some  are  in  hospitals, 
others  in  departments  of  ophthalmology  at  medical  schools,  still  others  in  colleges 
of  optometry,  and  many  are  integral  parts  of  agencies  and  schools  for  blind  and 
visually  impaired  persons.  The  low  vision  services  listed  in  this  Directory  are  non¬ 
profit  clinics.  If  none  exist  in  your  area,  your  state  or  local  agency  for  the  blind  or 
state  ophthalmological  or  optometric  society  may  be  able  to  refer  you  to  a  qualified 
low  vision  private  practitioner  in  your  area.  If  circumstances  permit  it,  going  to  a 
good  low  vision  service  in  another  area  may  well  be  worth  the  trip. 

Low  vision  services  have  three  primary  components: 

1 .  A  low  vision  examination,  which  covers  history  and  medical  diagnosis;  deter¬ 
mination  of  visual  acuity  at  near,  intermediate,  and  far  distances;  refractive 
errors;  visual  fields;  color  vision;  illumination  needs;  ocular  mobility  and 
binocularity;  and  magnification  needs. 

2.  Prescription  of  optical,  nonoptical,  and  electronic  low  vision  aids,  such  as 
absorptive  lenses  or  filters;  near,  intermediate,  and/or  distance  devices;  and 
even  computers  and  closed  circuit  television  readers,  and  training  and  follow¬ 
up  in  their  use  by  clinic  personnel. 

3.  Comprehensive  rehabilitation  services  (on  premises  or  by  referral)  in  orienta¬ 
tion  &  mobility,  rehabilitation  teaching,  psychosocial  counseling,  and 
vocational  training. 

Policies  for  third-party  payment  for  low  vision  services  vary  considerably  ac¬ 
cording  to  age,  vocational  status,  educational  placement,  and  even  military  status. 
For  help  on  funding,  talk  to  a  social  worker  or  other  staff  person  in  a  low  vision 
clinic,  a  teacher  of  visually  handicapped  children  in  the  local  school  system,  or 
a  professional  at  the  local  agency.  Private  funding  assistance  is  sometimes 
available  through  local  service  clubs  or  the  clinic  itself. 


The  third  most  asked  question  has  to  do  with  finding  the  right  device.  Increasingly, 
such  questions  are  about  computers.  Equal  access  computers  and  other  high 
technology  devices  promise  blind  and  visually  impaired  persons  one  of  the  most 
exciting  advances  of  the  century.  Because  this  technology  is  so  new,  few  full- 
fledged  computer  training  programs  exist  as  yet  that  meet  the  unique  needs  of 
blind  and  visually  impaired  persons.  However,  several— all  of  which  take  students 
from  across  the  country— are  listed  here  (see  Subject  Index  for  names  and 
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pages).  There  are  also  a  number  of  people  who  provide  specialized  computer 
training  to  blind  and  visually  impaired  persons  on  a  free-lance  basis.  Public 
libraries  in  some  large  cities  also  train  disabled  persons  in  the  use  of  many 
sophisticated  reading  devices.  State  and  local  agencies,  instructional  materials 
centers,  and  manufacturers  and  distributors  of  hardware  and  software  can  often 
provide  names  of  qualified  free-lance  trainers.  In  addition,  just  because  the  listing 
for  your  state  or  local  agency  does  not  indicate  a  computer  training  program  does 
not  mean  it  does  not  have  one.  Undoubtedly,  many  programs  have  started  or 
expanded  their  services  since  the  survey  for  this  Directory  was  completed. 

There  are  also  a  variety  of  national  resources  for  information  on  computers. 
Perhaps  the  most  airect  way  to  find  out  more  about  high  technology  devices  and 
training  is  to  contact  AFB’s  National  Technology  Center  (NTC).  Along  with  a  com¬ 
prehensive  database  of  manufacturers  and  vendors,  devices,  training  programs, 
and  trainers,  NTC  also  has  two  networks  that  can  put  you  in  touch  with  users  of 
specific  devices  and  persons  who  use  particular  equipment  on  the  job.  Other 
national  organizations  to  contact  are  the  Veterans  Administration  (see  Federal 
Agencies),  Closing  the  Gap  (P.O.  Box  68,  Henderson,  MN  56044),  the  Electronic 
Industries  Foundation  (1901  Pennsylvania  Avenue,  N.W.,  Suite  700,  Washington, 
DC  20006),  and  RESNA-Association  for  the  Advancement  of  Rehabilitation 
Technology  (1101  Connecticut  Avenue,  N.W.,  Suite  700,  Washington,  DC  20036). 

Several  books  on  computers  are  listed  in  the  “Selected  Reading”  section  at 
the  end  of  this  guide.  In  addition,  many  of  the  professional  and  consumer  periodicals 
in  the  blindness  and  visual  impairment  field  cover  technology  on  a  regular  basis, 
and  professional  and  consumer  meetings  and  conferences  invariably  include 
technology  workshops  and  exhibits  by  manufacturers  and  distributors. 

Without  doubt,  funding  is  a  major  barrier  to  the  wider  use  of  computers  by 
blind  and  visually  impaired  persons.  (See  the  “Selected  Reading”  section  for  a 
book  that  provides  in-depth  information  on  this  topic.)  Many  employers  will  fund 
all  or  part  of  the  cost  of  adapted  equipment.  In  addition,  keep  in  touch  with  your 
regional  library  and  state  and  local  agency.  New  funding  sources,  such  as  interest- 
free,  long-term  loans,  are  being  established  with  greater  frequency,  and  libraries 
and  agencies  may  know  about  them. 

For  information  on  computer  access  for  blind  and  visually  impaired 
youngsters,  contact  your  state’s  instructional  materials  center  or  the  NTC.  Com¬ 
puters  are  already  being  used  to  produce  textbooks  in  braille  and  large  print. 


There  are  a  number  of  sources,  both  nonprofit  and  for-profit,  of  everyday  devices 
and  appliances  that  make  the  lives  of  blind  and  visually  impaired  people  more 
livable.  Braille  and  large  print  watches  and  clocks,  cards  and  games,  everyday 
household  and  work  items,  and  specialized  devices  for  specific  groups  such  as 
diabetics  are  examples  of  these  appliances.  In  addition,  there  are  specialized 
sources  of  low  vision  devices  and  science  products.  State  and  local  agencies  and 
schools  as  well  as  national  consumer  and  professional  membership  organiza¬ 
tions  can  supply  information  on  the  sources  of  such  items.  In  many  cases  they 
also  sell  them  or  will  order  for  you.  In  addition,  AFB  sells  a  wide  variety  of  devices 
through  a  mail-order  catalog.  To  request  a  copy  of  the  AFB  catalog,  Products  for 
People  with  Vision  Problems,  call  the  AFB  Hotline  at  1-800-AFBLIND  (232-5463);

Higher  Education 


Finally,  in  regard  to  programs  available  for  people  of  all  ages,  the  Social  Security 
Administration  has  several  programs  that  provide  financial  and  other  benefits  for 
workers  who  become  disabled  and  sometimes  for  dependents  as  well.  Because 
policies  and  programs  change,  contact  your  Social  Security  district  office  or  a 
state  or  local  agency  for  more  information. 


Most  Americans  seem  to  cling  to  the  myth  that  all  blind  children  go  to  residential 
schools.  In  fact,  as  early  as  the  turn  of  this  century,  children  who  were  blind  or 
visually  impaired  began  to  attend  local  schools,  albeit  in  separate  classes,  and 
today  about  90  percent  of  these  youngsters  receive  all  or  part  of  their  education 
in  local  schools.  Nevertheless,  residential  schools  are  still  very  much  alive,  per¬ 
forming  vital  functions  such  as  training  and  educating  some  academically 
oriented  as  well  as  multiply  handicapped  and  deaf-blind  youngsters,  serving  as 
resource  and  instructional  materials  centers  for  the  state,  and  providing  outreach 
such  as  statewide  diagnostic  and  educational  services  for  rural  areas. 

Federal  law  mandates  a  free  appropriate  public  education  in  the  least  restric¬ 
tive  environment  for  all  handicapped  children,  which  includes  special  education 
and  related  services  that  meet  their  needs.  Currently,  every  state  has  a 
cooperative  agreement  with  the  federal  government  on  this  mandate  and  there¬ 
fore  must  comply  with  it.  The  federal  law  defines  eligibility  for  services  as  having 
“a  visual  impairment  which,  even  with  correction,  adversely  affects  a  child’s 
educational  performance.”  Eligibility  includes  ‘‘both  partially  seeing  and  blind 
children.”  Translated  into  visual  acuities,  this  means  that  in  many  states  children 
with  acuities  from  about  20/70  through  total  blindness  are  eligible  for  special 
services.  Most  children  designated  as  blind  or  visually  impaired  in  local  schools 
are  in  regular  classrooms  with  the  services  of  an  itinerant  teacher  (one  who  travels 
from  school  to  school  to  see  pupils)  who  provides  special  training,  for  example, 
in  braille,  listening  skills,  and  activities  of  daily  living,  or  in  a  self-contained  class 
or  resource  room  staffed  by  a  specialized  teacher.  Some  students  spend  part  of 
the  day  in  one  setting  and  part  in  the  other. 

Other  specialized  services  to  which  a  visually  handicapped  child  is  entitled 
include  orientation  &  mobility  training  and  adapted  physical  education  (if  need¬ 
ed).  The  first  step  to  getting  educational  services  for  a  blind  or  visually  impaired 
child  is  to  contact  the  local  superintendent  of  schools  and  the  special  education 
unit  of  the  state  department  of  education,  which  is  listed  first  in  every  state  in  this 
Directory.  When  calling  the  state  department  of  education,  ask  if  there  is  a  state 
vision  consultant.  If  there  is  not,  ask  to  speak  to  a  staff  member  in  the  special 
education  unit  whose  responsibilities  include  visual  impairment.  These  staff  peo¬ 
ple  should  be  able  to  identify  local  or  regional  educational  services. 

There  are  no  universities  just  for  blind  and  visually  impaired  people.  Instead,  blind 
and  visually  impaired  students  attend  regular  colleges  and  universities  with  the 
assistance  of  personal  readers,  cassette  texts,  and  specialized  technology.  Some 
colleges  and  universities  have  on-campus  support  offices  for  students  with 
disabilities.  (See  the  “Selected  Readings”  section  for  a  directory  of  such  schools.) 
Tuition  reimbursement  and  funding  for  personal  readers,  educational  materials, 
and  sometimes  training  in  daily  living  skills  are  often  available  for  full-time 
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students  from  the  state  agency  for  the  blind.  In  addition,  many  organizations  pro¬ 
vide  scholarships  earmarked  for  blind  and  visually  impaired  students.  Write  or 
call  AFB’s  M.C.  Migel  Memorial  Library  for  a  list  of  such  scholarships. 

Because  transition  from  school  to  work  or  from  high  school  to  university  is 
such  a  critical  and  often  difficult  step  for  blind  and  visually  impaired  youngsters, 
specialized  transition  services  are  now  a  federal  priority  although  not  mandated. 
When  a  youngster  reaches  age  14  or  16,  he  or  she  may  be  entitled  to  receive  ser¬ 
vices  from  the  state  commission  for  the  blind  or  vocational  rehabilitation  agency 
as  well  as  from  the  school  system. 

A  federally  funded  system  administered  by  the  American  Printing  House  for  the 
Blind  (see  Braille,  Tape,  and  Large  Print  section)  provides  braille,  cassette,  and 
large  print  texts  and  other  educational  materials  such  as  tactile  maps  to  all  blind 
and  visually  impaired  children  enrolled  in  school  who  are  certified  as  needing 
them  by  state  authority.  Recording  for  the  Blind  also  provides  tapes  to  students 
who  are  in  the  fifth  grade  or  higher.  In  many  states,  instructional  materials  centers 
and  local  tape  and  braille  services  also  provide  texts  and  other  materials.  (See 
also  the  section  above  on  talking  books  and  other  reading  materials.) 

A  federal  law  passed  in  1987  mandates  that  by  1990  services  for  3-to-5-year-old 
children  with  visual  impairments  and  other  disabling  and  at-risk  conditions  be 
available  in  all  localities.  The  law  recommends  that  services  be  available  for 
children  from  birth  to  3.  See  the  Educational  Services  section  in  each  state  for 
infant  and  preschool  programs  already  in  place,  and  consult  the  state  education 
department,  parents  organizations,  or  AFB  for  more  information  (some  services 
under  this  law  will  come  from  health  and  welfare  departments).  If  there  is  not  now 
such  a  program  in  your  locality,  your  call  may  help  to  get  one  started. 

Identifying  and  getting  services  for  children  with  multiple  disabilities  are  par¬ 
ticularly  complex  because  there  is  no  “multiple  disabilities  system.”  Today,  many 
multiply  handicapped  children  are  educated  in  regular  or  special  classrooms  in 
local  schools.  Others  go  to  regional  service  centers  or  residential  schools.  In  either 
case,  if  a  visual  impairment  is  one  of  the  disabilities,  the  child  should  receive,  at 
minimum,  a  consultation  and  preferably  services  from  a  teacher  who  specializes 
in  visual  impairment.  The  first  step  toward  receiving  services  is  the  same  as  for 
obtaining  educational  services:  contacting  the  state  education  department.  For 
more  information  about  multiple  disabilities,  see  the  national  sections  in  this  Direc¬ 
tory  for  organizations  that  are  concerned  with  a  broad  range  of  disabilities.  Some 
residential  schools  also  have  special  summer  programs.  (A  few  states  do  not  have 
residential  schools.  If  it  is  determined  that  a  residential  school  is  the  most  appro¬ 
priate  placement  for  a  child  in  one  of  these  states,  the  state  will  sometimes  finance 
the  child’s  attendance  at  a  school  in  a  nearby  state.) 

The  procedure  for  getting  services  for  a  deaf-blind  (or  hearing  impaired- 
visually  impaired  or  dual  sensory  impaired)  child  are  the  same  as  indicated  above: 
contact  the  state  department  of  education.  Many  residential  schools  for  blind 
children  have  comprehensive  programs  designed  to  meet  the  unique  needs  of 
youngsters  with  both  a  hearing  and  vision  loss. 
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For  parentsof  blind  and  visually  impaired  children,  there  are  a  number  of  support 
groups  that  function  on  the  local,  state,  and  national  levels.  Joining  a  parents’  group 
is  an  excellent  way  to  have  an  influence  on  the  quality  and  quantity  of  services  a 
child  receives.  Such  groups  also  keep  parents  up-to-date  on  developments  in  the 
field  and  provide  emotional  support.  (See  the  listings  for  Consumer  and  Profes¬ 
sional  Membership  Organizations  for  the  names  and  addresses  of  these  groups.) 


A  tale  we  too  often  hear  is  about  the  newly  blind  or  visually  impaired  person  who 
sat  at  home  for  a  year  or  two,  not  knowing  about  or  resistant  to  getting  rehabilita¬ 
tion  services — a  job  given  up  when  it  did  not  have  to  be,  a  family  irrevocably 
changed,  a  life  unled.  The  first  step  for  finding  services  for  adults  is  to  contact  a 
local  private  agency  or  the  state  commission  for  the  blind  or  vocational  rehabilita¬ 
tion  agency.  (Since  the  state  administrator  of  federal  vocational  rehabilitation  pro¬ 
grams  varies  from  state  to  state,  we’ve  made  it  simple  in  this  Directory.  The  first 
listing  in  the  Rehabilitation  Services  section  is  the  right  one.)  Actual  delivery  of 
rehabilitation  services  is  different  from  state  to  state.  In  some,  the  state  agency 
provides  all  the  services,  either  in  the  community  or  at  a  residential  rehabilitation 
center.  In  others,  the  state  agency  refers  the  client  to  a  local  private  agency  for  all 
or  part  of  the  actual  services.  Often,  clients  who  live  in  cities  where  there  are 
private  agencies  start  with  the  local  service,  whose  staff  then  works  with  the  state 
to  get  the  programs  needed.  Sometimes,  an  out-of-state  comprehensive  residen¬ 
tial  rehabilitation  center  is  an  option. 

The  primary  objective  of  federal-state  vocational  rehabilitation  programs  is  to 
provide  clients  with  the  personal  and  job-related  skills  needed  to  gain  employment 
(in  some  states,  by  the  way,  being  a  homemaker  is  considered  employment  under 
the  regulations).  Since  the  goal  of  rehabilitation  is  independence,  the  services 
focus  on  helping  clients  develop  the  skills  they  need  at  home,  on  the  job,  and  in  the 
community.  These  include  psychosocial  adjustment,  orientation  &  mobility  (the  use 
of  the  other  senses  and  a  long  cane  and/or  low  vision  aids  and  visual  efficiency  to 
travel),  rehabilitation  teaching  (communications  methods  such  as  braille,  typing, 
and  listening  skills;  personal  and  home  management;  daily  living  skills),  vocational 
assessment,  training,  and  job  placement. 

In  addition  to  helping  blind  and  visually  impaired  persons  get  or  keep  jobs 
in  professional,  technical,  and  managerial  areas  of  their  own  choosing,  state 
agencies  and  some  private  ones  as  well  provide  a  number  of  alternative  employ¬ 
ment  programs.  The  vending  stand  program  enables  interested  blind  and  visually 
impaired  persons  to  run  their  own  small  businesses.  Many  agencies  provide  train¬ 
ing  in  a  variety  of  office  skills.  Work  activity  centers,  sheltered  workshops,  and 
a  relatively  new  concept  called  supported  employment  (which  includes  a  variety 
of  options  in  regular  business)  offer  employment  opportunities  for  many  multiply 
handicapped  individuals  (competitive  employment  for  multiply  handicapped 
individuals  should  not  be  ruled  out  though).  Persons  who  do  not  qualify  for  ser¬ 
vices  under  the  federal-state  vocational  rehabilitation  funding  regulations  may 
still  be  able  to  receive  services  on  a  free  or  low-cost,  fee-for-service  basis  from 
many  agencies  and  to  participate  as  well  in  agency  programs  that  are  funded 
privately — for  example,  recreation  services. 
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Deaf-blind  adults  receive  services  from  local  and  state  agencies.  Special¬ 
ized  services  are  available  from  the  federally  funded  Helen  Keller  National 
Center  for  Deaf-Blind  Youths  and  Adults.  (See  National  Organizations  and 
individual  state  listings.) 

For  persons  who  prefer  to  use  a  dog  for  travel ,  there  are  several  schools  that  pro¬ 
vide  training  across  the  country.  Contact  individual  schools,  since  eligibility 
requirements  vary.  Some  schools  accept  only  totally  blind  persons  within  a 
specific  age  range;  others  accept  persons  with  some  useful  vision  and  within  a 
broader  age  range.  Although  it  is  sometimes  not  required,  receiving  basic  orien¬ 
tation  &  mobility  training  before  getting  a  dog  guide  is  a  good  idea.  Dog  guide 
users  do,  by  the  way,  have  legal  rights.  Contact  a  dog  guide  school  for  more 
information  on  rights,  or  see  “Selected  Reading”  at  the  end  of  this  guide.  Also 
see  the  Subject  Index  for  location  of  dog  guide  schools  (most  have  no 
geographical  eligibility  requirements).  Persons  interested  in  becoming  dog  guide 
trainers  should  contact  individual  schools  as  well. 

Table  1  makes  it  clear  that  most  severely  visually  impaired  people  are  older.  Despite 
the  numbers,  services  to  meet  the  unique  needs  of  this  population  lag  behind  those 
for  children  and  working-age  adults.  Although  the  origins  of  services  for  blind  and 
visually  impaired  people  in  federal  and  state-funded  education  and  vocational 
rehabilitation  programs  is  one  factor,  it  is  not  the  only  one.  Perhaps  as  important 
is  the  tendency  of  many  older  persons,  often  with  encouragement  from  family  and 
friends,  to  react  to  vision  loss  as  something  about  which  nothing  can  be  done.  Many 
agencies  for  blind  persons  report  that  the  first  question  from  an  older  client  who 
calls  is,  “I’m  losing  my  vision.  Can  you  give  me  the  name  of  a  nursing  home  that 
takes  blind  people?”  Sadly,  otherwise  healthy  70  year  olds  react  this  way  as  often 
as  frail  90  year  olds  do.  (In  fact,  a  number  of  organizations  are  now  making  efforts 
to  increase  employment  opportunities  for  older  visually  impaired  persons.) 

A  nursing  home  may  be  an  appropriate  choice  for  an  older  person  with  a 
number  of  other  chronic  and  disabling  conditions,  but  vision  loss  alone  should 
not  be  the  deciding  factor.  Services  are  available  from  both  the  aging  and  blind¬ 
ness  systems  that  enable  older  visually  impaired  persons  to  live  at  home  and 
maintain  their  independence. 

Since  most  older  persons  do  not  become  totally  blind,  an  appointment  at  a  low 
vision  clinic  (see  “Low  Vision  Services”  above)  is  often  the  first  step.  If  the  clinic 
does  not  offer  services  such  as  orientation  &  mobility  and  rehabilitation  teaching, 
call  a  local  agency  or  the  state  agency  for  the  blind  as  well.  In  half  the  states,  federal 
Title  VII  Part  C  of  the  Rehabilitation  Act  Amendments  of  1978  funds  provide  com¬ 
munity  and  sometimes  home-based  independent  living  skills  training  for  older 
persons.  In  addition,  many  local  agencies  provide  programs  for  older  persons  with 
private  funding  or  on  a  fee-for-service  basis.  Many  agencies  also  have  recreation 
and  physical  fitness  programs  for  visually  impaired  older  persons. 

In  most  communities,  the  aging  system  has  services  that  can  help  older 
visually  impaired  persons  to  maintain  their  independence.  Congregate  or  home- 
delivered  meals,  door-to-door  transportation  to  medical  and  other  appointments, 
escort  services,  telephone  reassurance,  friendly  visiting,  light  housekeeping  and 
chore  assistance,  and  home  health  care  are  usually  available  through  local  senior 
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citizen  nutrition  sites,  multipurpose  centers,  or  social  service  agencies.  In  addi¬ 
tion,  many  senior  centers  have  peer  support  and  mutual  aid  groups  that  help  older 
persons  adjust  to  vision  loss  and  other  chronic  conditions.  To  find  services  from 
the  aging  system,  contact  the  state  office  on  aging  or  your  area  agency  on  aging 
(AAA),  which  you  can  find  listed  in  the  state  and  county  offices  sections  of  the  local 
telephone  directory. 

For  older  visually  impaired  persons  who  need  more  care,  adult  day  care  is 
an  option  in  many  communities,  one  which  also  provides  respite  for  regular 
caretakers  such  as  adult  children  or  spouses.  For  more  information,  contact  the 
local  area  agency  on  aging  or  see  the  Directory  of  Adult  Day  Care  in  America 
published  by  the  National  Council  on  Aging  (600  Maryland  Avenue,  S.W., 
Washington,  DC  20024).  If  a  nursing  home  or  other  long-term  care  facility  does 
become  necessary,  make  sure  it  is  one  that  provides  good  eye  care  for  residents 
and  training  for  its  staff  in  working  with  blind  and  visually  impaired  persons. 


VETERANS,  CITIZENS  OF 
OTHER  COUNTRIES,  AND 
U.S.  CITIZENS  OVERSEAS 


The  Veterans  Administration  (VA)  provides  comprehensive  rehabilitation  services 
for  all  blind  and  visually  impaired  veterans  through  regional  rehabilitation  centers 
and  clinics  (see  listings  for  Alabama,  California,  Connecticut,  Illinois,  Puerto  Rico, 
Texas,  and  Washington  State  and  the  VA  listing  in  the  Federal  Agencies  section) 
and  an  aging  and  sensory  impairment  research  center  in  Georgia. 

Although  most  federal  and  state-funded  programs  are  restricted  to  U.S. 
citizens  and  permanent  tax-paying  alien  residents,  many  services  from  private 
agencies  and  low  vision  clinics  are  available  on  a  fee-for-service  basis.  Others, 
such  as  dog  guide  schools,  regularly  enroll  students  from  all  over  the  world.  Talk¬ 
ing  books  and  braille  produced  by  the  Library  of  Congress  National  Library 
Service  for  the  Blind  and  Physically  Handicapped  can  be  borrowed  by  citizens 
of  other  countries  on  an  interlibrary  loan  basis.  The  borrower  requests  a  book  from 
his  or  her  own  national  agency,  which  in  turn  contacts  National  Library  Service 
headquarters  in  Washington,  D.C.  (see  Federal  Agencies  section).  Some  residen¬ 
tial  schools  have  programs  for  students  from  other  countries.  Contact  individual 
schools  for  more  information.  In  addition,  many  people  from  other  countries  come 
to  the  United  States  for  university-level  professional  training.  Universities  often 
have  special  scholarship  funds  for  foreign  students. 

For  information  on  services  in  Canada,  contact  the  Canadian  National  Insti¬ 
tute  for  the  Blind  (1931  Bayview  Avenue,  Toronto,  Ontario  M4G  4C8,  Canada), 
which  provides  services  across  the  country.  For  more  information  on  services  in 
other  countries,  contact  the  World  Blind  Union  (58  Avenue  Bosquet,  75007  Paris, 
France)  and  the  International  Council  for  Education  of  the  Visually  Handicapped 
(4  Taman  Jesselton,  10450  Penang,  Malaysia,  William  Brohier,  president).  Also, 
the  International  Directory  of  Agencies  for  the  Visually  Disabled,  a  directory  of 
services  from  around  the  world,  is  available  from  Research  Unit  for  the  Blind 
(Brunei  University,  Uxbridge,  Middlesex,  England). 

Blind  and  visually  impaired  persons  who  are  living  in  another  country  con¬ 
tinue  to  receive  social  security  benefits  to  which  they  are  entitled.  They  can  also 
receive  talking  books  and  braille  books  from  the  National  Library  Service  head¬ 
quarters.  The  U.S.  Department  of  Defense  provides  special  education  services 
to  military  dependents  on  bases  around  the  world.  The  U.S.  embassy  or  consulate 
in  individual  countries  can  also  be  contacted. 
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Basically,  there  are  four  kinds  of  professionals  who  provide  specialized  services 
to  blind  and  visually  impaired  persons:  teachers  of  blind  and  visually  handicapped 
children,  orientation  &  mobility  instructors,  rehabilitation  teachers,  and  placement 
specialists.  These  professionals  all  require  specialized  university  training  on  the 
undergraduate  and/or  graduate  levels,  and  as  this  Directory  went  to  press,  a 
serious  shortage  in  all  four  groups  existed.  See  the  Subject  Index  for  universities 
offering  programs  in  these  areas.  For  more  information,  contact  the  universities 
and  the  Association  for  Education  and  Rehabilitation  of  the  Blind  and  Visually  Im¬ 
paired  (AER),  which  is  listed  under  Consumer  and  Professional  Membership 
Organizations,  or  AFB.  One  good  way  to  explore  a  career  working  with  blind  and 
visually  impaired  persons  is  to  volunteer  at  a  local  agency  or  school.  Almost  all 
have  volunteer  programs. 

The  blindness  system  also  needs  professionals  in  other  areas,  such  as 
medical  and  nonmedical  low  vision,  rehabilitation  counseling,  social  work, 
psychology,  recreation  therapy,  occupational  therapy,  physical  therapy,  rehabilita¬ 
tion  engineering,  and  computer  training.  In  addition,  many  blindness  services 
need  fund-raising,  public  relations,  and  business  and  management  professionals. 


Rich  opportunities  for  persons  who  want  satisfying  volunteer  experiences  are 
available  throughout  the  blindness  system.  Acting  as  a  personal  reader  to  a  blind 
or  visually  impaired  college  student  or  professional,  taping  and  brailling  books 
for  children  and  adults,  and  assisting  in  agency  recreation  programs  are  just  a 
few  of  them.  For  more  information  about  volunteer  opportunities,  contact  a  local 
or  state  agency  and  national  groups  such  as  the  National  Library  Service  for  the 
Blind  and  Physically  Handicapped,  Recording  for  the  Blind,  the  National  Braille 
Association,  or  AFB. 


Section  504  of  the  Rehabilitation  Act  of  1973  mandated  that  all  institutions  receiv¬ 
ing  federal  funds  provide  equal  access  for  handicapped  persons.  Most  univer¬ 
sities  and  schools,  museums,  transportation  systems,  and  other  public  facilities 
are  required  to  comply.  Many  private  institutions,  such  as  hotels,  restaurants,  and 
theaters,  are  also  beginning  to  provide  better  access.  Most  professionals  and 
organizations  in  the  blindness  system  can  provide  information  on  what  constitutes 
equal  access  for  blind  and  visually  impaired  persons  and  how  to  provide  it. 


If  local  and  state  resources  cannot  provide  you  with  enough  of  the  information  that 
you  need,  please  contact  AFB.  For  general  questions  and  assistance,  contact  the 
AFB  toll-free  information  Hotline  (1-800-AFBLIND,  8:30  a.m.-4:30  p.m.  EST, 
Monday  through  Friday)  or  the  AFB  regional  center  in  your  area  (see  the  Califor¬ 
nia,  District  of  Columbia,  Georgia,  Illinois,  New  York,  and  Texas  listings).  For  more 
specialized  information,  the  staff  of  AFB’s  M.C.  Migel  Memorial  Library,  NTC,  and 
Social  Research  Department  and  national  consultants  in  early  childhood  and 
multiple  handicaps,  education,  rehabilitation,  employment,  aging,  low  vision, 
orientation  &  mobility,  and  recreation  are  available. 

For  readers  who  need  timely  information  about  blindness  and  visual  impair¬ 
ment  on  a  regular  basis,  there  are  several  options.  Joining  one  or  more  of  the 
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membership  organizations  listed  in  this  Directory  is  one  way.  Another  way  is 
obtaining  a  subscription  to  the  Journal  of  Visual  Impairment  &  Blindness,  a  mon¬ 
thly  professional  periodical  published  by  AFB  in  print,  cassette,  and  braille 
editions. 


Sometimes,  despite  the  best  intentions  of  all  parties,  the  complexities  of  getting 
services  create  problems  that  the  paths  outlined  in  this  guide  do  not  solve.  In  such 
cases,  there  are  a  number  of  sources  of  assistance.  The  Rehabilitation  Act  of  1973 
mandated  the  discretionary  creation  of  client  assistants  at  the  state  level  who  act 
as  ombudspeople  or  consumer  representatives  to  the  service  sector.  Many  states 
issue  booklets  that  describe  the  services  of  client  assistants  and  how  to  use  them. 

State  protection  and  advocacy  agencies  also  provide  general  assistance  to 
disabled  persons.  In  addition,  consumer  and  professional  organizations  have  ad¬ 
vocacy  programs  on  the  national,  state,  and  local  levels  and  provide  information 
and  referral  as  well.  (See  National  Organizations  and  Consumer  and  Professional 
Membership  Organizations  listings.)  AFB’s  governmental  relations  office  in 
Washington,  D.C.,  can  also  provide  information  and  suggestions.  Finally,  local 
government  social  service  offices  can  often  help  in  the  identification  of  ap¬ 
propriate  services.
